HEADMASTER'S REPORT. 
In his annual report, Mr.. Bennett wt that 


during the year there had been a satisfactory 
increase in the number of a“ n the 
school roll, and the number of new boys 
entered this autumn had not often been 
equalled. In the religious knowledge examina- 
tions, conducted by the Church of Ireland and 
the Presbyterian Assembly, the school passed 

106 candidates, of whom 36 gained prizes. 
In Greek Testament (Church of Ireland) they 
gained half the total number of prizes 
awarded, and in the Presbyterian division 
they gained first place and a special prize for 
the seventh year in succession. This was won 
by E. A. Thompson. The usual half-yearly 
school examinations were held, and the prizes 
given by the Governors were being dis- 
tributed that day. The ad © mp Memorial 
prize was won by R. W. Mason, and the 
Rogers prize by J. D. Rowe. 

In the certificate examinations, which had 
taken the place of the old Intermediate, the 
published results had now_little relation to 
the actual performance. For example, one 
of their pupils (E. B. Moore) gained honours 
in six subjects—twice as many as were neces- 
sarv for an honour certificate—but he failed 
to obtain even a pass certificate, because he 
did not take Irish. If Irish were not com- 
pulsory they would have passed with honours 
eonsiderably more than the average _ 
centage for all schools. Only three gee ll 
ships were won by Protestant schools. ie 
first of these (value £80) was won by E. A. 
‘Thompson,

In 
the Medical School D. W. Mitchell gained 
first place in the intermediate medical exam!- 
nation, the John Mallett Purser medal and 
the Stewart medical scholarship. At the 
recent Moderatorship examinations A. W. 
Breakevy was awarded the Classical Student- 
ship, and H. G. Yates, who won the Mathe- 
matical Studentship, was a pupil of the High 
School until bis family moved to Belfast. 
The two annually awarded: Studentships were 
the highest distinctions open to arts students 
in Trinity College, and it must rarely have 
happened that both University Students in 
any one vear had been pupils of the same 
school, 

The Old Boys’ Union had a prosperous 
session.

DECAY OF MODERN LANGUAGES. 

Dealing with secondary education in the 
ree State, Mr. Bennett said: “ At the risk 
ot repetition, I should like to refer once more 
hvietiy to what is the greatest defect in our 
Free State system of secondary education— 
the decay oí modern languages. This year 
Only 17 per cent. of the candidates took any 
modern European language in the certificate 
examinations. Most schools in the Free State 
have yielded to pressure and given u 
modern languages, and those schools whic 
still teach even French have to pay the price 
hy making a poor display when the results of 
these examinations are published in the news- 
papers. ‘The easiest way of gaining the most 
hbriluant results now 3s to take neither classics 
nor modern languages. Every other country 
in Europe teaches at least one, and generally 
two, other European languages in their 
higher schools. It is not generally realised 
that, quite apart from compulsory Irish, the 
Free State secondary curriculum still has 
more compulsory subjects than the cor. 
vesponding system in Northern Ireland. 
Such educationalists as Father Joy, of 
(lounzowes Wood College, are no more 
satisfied than we are with the present position, 
but there is yet no sign of remedy. At any 
rate, we in this school “will continue to teach 
French and German and Greek in every case 
in which parents desire it or a bov’s future 
inferests demand it. : 

‘PLEASANT EDUCATION.” 

“School life is probably pleasanter for boys 
fhan it used to be, but pleasant education mav 
go too 1; A boy is not of much use who 
gives up anything because he no longer finds 
pleasure in it. Jt is, however. probably true 
that modern education tries to train the whole 
of a boy's being. and not merely his intel- 
lect, ” : 

Por whalevei success the school had had 
during the past year he should like to thank, 
first, the Governors, and especially the Lord 
Bishop of Cashel (the Chairmn); who had 
supported every suggestion for the advantage 
of the school: secondly, his colleagues on the 
staff, who had given unfailing help in every 
scheme set on foot for the advantage of the 
boys: and last, but not least, to the parents, 
wno bad so loyally supported the school. 

DR. MILLER’S ADDRESS. 

The Bishop of Cashel, speaking after the 
distribution of prizes, said that the Head- 
inaster's report showed a record of educa- 
flonal progress on the soundest principles. 
‘Vaken as a whole, the results justified the 
“laim to place the High School among the 
most valuable educational institutions in the 
whole of the country. The position the 
school now occupied had been sttained as a 
result of steady progress, not alone in recent 
years, but for many years. The school was 
now in existence for sixty years, and the 
many names of great men who had been edu- 
cated there were proof that the school had 
done most valuable work, not alone for Ire- 
land, but for many other countries 

He thought that the report would meet with 
the cordial approval of all true lovers of edu- 
cation. He agreed with the Headmaster 
(hat “ pleasant education ’’ might go too far, 
but, he did not think that there was any 
danger of “pleasant education” going too 
far in Ireland. They were not a wealthy 
community, and necessify would always com- 
pel them to consider with great care what 
education, moral and secular, would enable 
their children to succeed in life. He did not 
mean only the attainment of positions of 
financial security, but to give evidence of the 
possession of moral character, which was the 
result of the soundest training in Christian 
principles. 

Che headmaster had spoken of modern 
languages, and it was because they regarded 
modern languages, with their splendid 
literature, as such a valuable asset, that they 
had heard with deep regret of the place that 
this subject now occupied im Irish educa- 
tional life, 


“EVE OF BETTER TIMES.” 

“I do think there is great hope,” con- 
tinued his lordship, “ that we are on the 
eve of better times. It was to be expected 
that educational effort would be strained for 
some years in a particular direction, but now 
there seems to be a. very widespread feeling 
that however praiseworthy such extreme 
efforts may he from one point of view, yet, if 
harm is being done to the youth of the 
country, some way out must he found. 
Irishmen have differed widely on this ques- 
tion, bul yet there are signs, welcome anid 
hopeful, that something approaching a 
compromise may be found. In a 
matter of such far-reaching importance 
it is impossible that both parties can receive 
exactly what they want, and what they 
demand. If, on the one side, it is held that 
national sentiment must have the very fullest 
expression, on the other hand you have the 
parents, who have to provide for their 
children, refusing to permit anything what- 
ever to stand in the way of their children’s

The party was coming from 
the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, and the car was 
turning mmto Warrington place. It was rot 
going at an excessive speed, and just when 
turning there was a collision with a ‘bus 
which was going towards the city. Witness 
remembered no more. 

Questioned by Mr. Proud (Messrs. Little,

next-of-kin, witness said that the ‘bus was 
not going at an excessive speed. 

Miss Doran and Dr. Murphy gave cor- 
roborative evidence,

MINISTER’S POWERS. 

The Sea Fisheries Bill, 1930, now before 
the Dail, is intended to make provision for 
the application and administration, for the 
benefit of the sea-fishing industry of the 
Free State, of certain property now vested 
in the Minister for Lands and Fisheries, ani 
to make further and better provision 
generally in relation to the industry. 

Part If. of the bill permits the Minister 
to transfer to the Sea Wisheries Association 
of Saorstat Eireann, Ltd., any sea-fishing 
boats or any chaitels used in connection 
with sea-fishing which are for the time being 
vested in the Minister; any loans due to the 
Minister in respect of loans made. for the 
purchase of sea-fishing boats or chattels, and 
anv land vested in the Minister. 

Provision is also made for the supply, 
repair, and renovation of boats belonging to 
members of the society, under certain 
penalties for brtach of centracts by 
members, 

Part III. states that the Minister may 
declare any specified area to which the Act 
may apply for the sale of fresh fish. The 
Minister may also grant a licence to a 
person to sell by auction fresh fish, or to 
act as agent for the sale by wholesale of 
fresh fish, provided, among other things, 
that he is not concerned in the seéa-fishing 
industry.

THE BISHOP OF CORK. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Dowse, Bishop of Cork, 
wes the preacher. Taking as his text, ‘‘ Help- 
ing . on by prayer” (II. Cor., 1 chap. 
verse 2), he said that sometimes the question 
arose in their minds, and they asked them- 
selves what constituted the attraction of the 
Mothers’ Union ; for, viewed merely from the 
standpoint of extent, it was a very wonderful 
organisation—a half million mothers in con- 
tact with between two and three million 
members of families. 

But wherein lay the attraction? In the 
desire that every mother worthy of the 
name must feel the need for help in bearing 
her grave responsibilities. And here was a 
vast number of mothers with like responsi- 
bilities, drawn together by common interests ; 
but also it was attractive because they were 
united on the great fundamental moral ques- 
tions—the sanctity of marriage, the responsi- 
bility of children, the glory of motherhood, 
the importance of prayer and of public 
worship. These were fundamental, not only 
in regard to their own lives, but the life of 
the nation. 

NEVER-ENDING PRAYERS. 

There, amidst much that was disconcerting, 
uncertain and shifting, the Mothers’ Union 
found solid ground, and spoke with no un- 
certain voice. That was helpful and attrac- 
tive; but possibly its greatest attraction was 
prayer. Their prayers never ceased,~ night 
or day, in placing their families and them- 
selves under the care and protection of their 
Heavenly Father. What a help to lonely 
mothers in Canada and Australia, to busy 
mothers tried by sickness, want and sorrow. 
They could imagine what their prayers had 
done in helping others, and how the prayers 
of others had helped them.

God hath joined together. let no man put 
asunder.’ The Mothers’ Union emphasised 
the belief that it was a life-long contract: and 
that parenthood was a glorious thing. If their 
sons and daughters were not taught that 
before they got married, they might enter into 
married life without a due sense of the re- 
sponsibility which it involved. 

God was working His purpose in.the world, 
and he thought that the Mothers’ Union was 
doing a splendid work for God; and as they 
partook of His Holy Sacraments they might 
assume their responsibilities with ;

DUBLIN UNIVERSITY 
FUKIEN MISSION. 
x—— 
ADDRESSES AT THE ANNUAL 
‘PUBLIC MEETING. 

The annual public meeting of the Dublin 
University Fukien Mission was held yester- 
day afternoon in the Regent House, Trinity 
College, Dublin. ‘The Rev. Fh. M. Gwvyun. 
F.,T.C.D., presided, and there was a large 
atiendance. 

lhe Chairman said that they owed a great 
debt to the Church Missionary Society for 
ine great heip given them. Their balance in 
bank had been reduced from £1,287 to £874. 
That was not due to reduced subseriptions— 
ou the contrary, they had been increased— 
but was explained by the fact that they were 
able to send out three addilional workers to 
the mission field. 

Miss W. Williamson, from  Foochow. 
Fukien, said that she was doing educational 
work in a large school, and she regarded the 
educational work as tremendously important. 
Fukien had an esiablished Church, with its 
cwn Synod, and she believed that the success 
0: the Mission in that part of China was 
Jaigely due to the educational work of the 
early missionar’es. 

The Government were trying to stop the 
teaching of the Lible in the schools, cer- 
ialniy in the junior schools. What were 
they going. to do if they forced that rule 
about not teaching the Scriptures? Well, it 
was said that a door was never closed with- 
out God opening a window. What they 
wanted was prayers and sympathy, so that 
they might have vision, sound judgment 
and the right spirit. They relied on the 
prayers of the people to help them to carry 
o1 their work. (Applause.) 

UNDER CHINESE BISHOPS. 

Mr. J. Gurney Barciay, C.M.8. Secretary 
for China and Japan, said that in the Fukien 
province missionary work had largely been 
diocesanised, which had its disadvantages as 
well as its advantages. Some of the ad- 
vantages were that their missionaries were 
able to work more in harmony and shoulder 
to shoulder with the Chinese. It is a 
privilege for their missionaries to be working 
under Chinese bishops. It was true that edu- 
cational work in China was faced with grave 
difficulties ; but it was a privilege not to have 
to face them by themselves as foreigners, but 
to be able to work in with their Chinese 
brothers, and to face these great problems 
that were being put to colleges by the Govern- 
ment of China. 

PERSONAL EXPERIENCES. 

At night a meeting was held in the Church 
Missionary Society Halil, Molesworth street. 
The Archbishop of Dublin (Dr. Gregg) pre- 
sided. 

Miss Williamson gave her personal experi- 
ences in China during five years. She also 
spoke of the opportunities, and the joy and 

leasure she had experienced in teaching 

hinese girls, and in seeing Chinese converts 
being baptised as Christians. . 
_ Referring to the murder of the two women 
Missionaries, she said that it was, of course, 
an~ wunutterably tragic occurrence, and, 
perhaps, more so to those who belonged to 
the mission, who knew those two missionaries, 
and were praying for their safety all the 
summer, than it was to people at home. Yet 
she had heard people saying: why send out 
English women missionaries to’ have them 
murdered? That was a strange view to 
take of it, when they considered the personal 
risks that people were taking every day.

A Dublin Musical Festival. 


The advent. of St. Cecilia’s Day reminds 
me that just two hundred years ago this 
saint’s festival was kept with great éclat 
in St. Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin. 
Faulkner’s Dublin Journal (November 
24th, 1730) states:—‘‘ There was cele- 
brated at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, by 
order of the Musical Society, the Te Deum, 
with several Concertos from the famous 
Corelli, in honour of St. Cecilia, which 
day has not been observed with like 
solemnity these twenty-five years past. 
There was a numerous congregation of the 
best quality, and the whole was so 
exactly disposed that there was. not the 
least appearance of disorder durjhg. the 
performance, which lasted from eleven in 
the morning till past two in the after- 
noon... .’ The contemporary descrip- 
tive writer concludes in this fashion :— 
‘‘ Nothing could give greater life to the 
beautiful arid splendid appearance of the 
ladies and gentlemen than the presence of 
the worthy Dean Swift,,who seemed highly. 
pleased with the décent and becoming 
order observed through. the whole.

One of the prettiest views in County 
Dublin, a view that can only be enjoyed 
by those who have sufficient energy to 
climb 1,600 feet to the summit of. the 
b'eatherbed Mowuntain,. is the picturesque 
valley of Glenasmole, which’ stretches 
from Bolhernabreena into the heart of the 
mountains. There the lakes of the Rath- 
mines and Rathgar Waterworks, neatly 
bordered by trees, are framed by the 
slopes of Seechon, Seefingan and Kippure, 
and, though made by the hand of man, 
add to the landscape a charm which must 
have been absent when the Dodder tore 
unchecked through the mountain glen. 
The valley of Glenasmole may be ap- 
proached either from the Featherbed or 
by taking the road through Boherna- 
breena and Friarstown. Towards the 
head of the glen, about half a mile beyond 
the waterworks, is the small village of 
Castlekelly, where at one time an ancient 
castle defended the entrance to the moun- 
tain pass. It is said that this village is 
the last place in County Dublin where the 
Trish language was spoken by the inhabit- 
ants as a living tongue. Eugene O’Curry, 
who visited Glenasmole in 1837, conversed 
with a fluent Gaelic speaker, a very old 
man, who told him that forty years before 
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at length brought from Paradise martyrs” |. 
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Mr. H. GesLtiNG, figure. Mr. Gosling, 
FER ‘ he ‘said, had taken 
the keenest interest in the Irish teachers, 
and had gone minutely into their position, 
making their case his own. - 

Mr.. Gosling had visited Ireland on 

veral Occasions,.and he had many friends 

ere. Yet it was on the London docks 
that he hal come into most intimate con- 
tact with Irish ‘people; for a large pro- 
portion of the dock-workers there are 
either Irish or of Irish descent.

In 1868 he retired from journalism, and 
it was while on a lecturing tour if 
America soon after that he first heard of 
Isaac Butt’s constitutional movement. 
Returning to Europe, he threw in his lot 
with the Nationalist Party, being returned 
for Longford. He was elected Vice-Chair- 
man of the party in 1879. It was ironical 
that McCarthy should have been the man 
to lead the anti-Parnellites; for it was of 
him that Parnell once rather ironically 
remarked that, “he is just the man 
for a tea-party.”’ 


After the Spit. 


After the furore aroused by the divorce 
ease had subsided, McCarthy withdrew 
from active work in the House and soon 
resigned his seat. Rendered almost penni- 
less, he was forced to resume his 
journalism in an English provincial town, 
“with the pressure of want driving his 
tired brain and enfeebled physique to a 
too copious output of novels, historical 
studies and newspaper articles.”’ 

Towards the end he was handicanped by 
blindness, until he was relieved by a 
Civil List pension. He died at Westgate- 
on-Sea, aged cighty-two. 


More Epitaphs. 


Innkeepers seem to have been the special 
subject of the inventors of witty epitaphs, 
who have not failed to take advantage of 
the puns provided by “ the trade.” One 
landlord is immortalised thus :— 

“ While fumbling round the taproom, 

Death tapped him on the head: 
So here he lies, quite flat and stale, 
Because, you see, he’s dead.” 
In more elegant language is an epitaph to 
be seen in the South of England :— 

‘* Life’s an inn: my house will show it; 

I thought so once, but now I know it. 
Man’s life is but a winter's day: 

Some only breakfast and decay; 

Others to dinner stay, and are full fed ; 
The oldest man but sups and then to bed. 
Large is his debt who han out the day. 
He who goes soonest has the least to pay.” 

In the Cathedral at Sienna may be seen 
the following on a tombstone :— 

“ Wine gives life: it was death to me. I 
could not behold the dawn of morning in a 
sober state. Even my bones are now thirsty. 
Stranger, sprinkle my grave with wine; 
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in 1880, it was rebuilt as the Leinster 
Hall, and subsequently converted into the 
present Theatre Royal. : i : 


‘Roman tic Ireland. 


Among this year’s centenaries is that 
of John O'Leary, the Fenian, who was 
born in Tipperary in 1830. I suppose no 
lines written by Mr. W. B. Yeats are so 
well known as these— 

Romantic Ireland's dead and gone, 
‘Tis with O'Leary in the grave. 

Curiously enough, it was the other 
Yeats—Jack B.—who painted the striking 
portrait of O’Leary which now is in the 
National Portrait Gallery, Merrion street, 
O’Leary differed in many ways from the 
typical revolutionary politician. He was 
a book-man, and in the later part of his 
life literature interested him considerably 
more than politics. His natural leanings 
were towards an. aristocratic type of 
government, and he never took the Fenian 
oath. He had the manners of a grand 
seigneur, and his appearance was im- 
posing. He bore a remarkable resemblance 
to a certain Regius Professor of Trinity 
College, Dublin. The professor, at a 
Dubhn railway station, once had the 
embarrassing experience of being loudly 
cheered by a crowd, who mistook him for 
the famous Fenian.

Passing by the grounds of the Asylum 
for the Blind in Drumcondra recently, I 
was reminded by a companion that the spot 
has certain historical associations. .

THE GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 

Throughout the universe to-day there was 
distress and unrest. Its manifestations. were 
to be found in unemployment unexampled in 
our time in the great manufacturing Powers. 
So far they im Treland had been singularly 
fortunate. Their policy for the agriculturalist 
had enabled him to escape the disasters 
which have befallen farmers in other lands. 
Their imdustrial policy had resulted in the 
establishment within their shores of many 
now industries, and im enabling existing 
manufacturers to withstand the onslaught 
externa! competition. By a sysiem of care- 
fully selected tarifis they had fostered manu- 
facture without unduly increasing costs to the 
consumer. Their financial policy had made 
it possible for them to borrow in the world- 
markets such moneys as they required for 
capital expenditure at rates as favourable as 
those nations whose credit had always been 
highest and much more satisfactory than 
those demanded from the vast, majority of 
berrewing countries to-dav. All thee things 
have been secomplished in circumstances of, 
abnormal difficulty. It was because they had 
achieved those results in such adverse circum- 
stances that ihey asked the electors to continue 
to entrust them, at that critical time, with 
the direction of the nation’s aifairs; and they 
asked all the more earnestly in that the 
alternative before them would, to their mind, 
inevitably lead to disasier. 


FIANNA FAIL PROPOSALS. 

Referring to Fianna bait poucy, 4 resident 
Cosgrave said that agricuituraily Fianna 
Fail advocated the alteration of the farmers 
basis of production trom one founded on live 
stock and live stock products’ to one founded 
on grain, and particuiarly on wheat. They 
preposed to secure the home merket .exciu- 
sively for the lish iarmer. How! By po“ 
hibitons and import taxes on the country $ 
foodstufis—on wheat, ou eats. on bacon, to 
mention a few of the commodities. It was 
clear that the Irish farmer, even if he could 
at once alter his economics to permit of his 
supplying the Irish consumption, would be 
banarupt in a year if he had to depend upen 
receiving in that exclusive Irish market the 
current world price of wheat. So they advo- 
cate a guaranteed price fixed to cover his 
cost of production with a margin of proft. 
Who is to pay for the difierence? Every 
man, woman and child in the country who 
eats bread must be taxed to supply the 
difierernce be.ween the world price and the 
guaranteed price. 

Industrially Fianna Fail stood for a policy 
of wholesale protection. Every commodity 
imported imío the country must be taxed, 
irrespective of whether they could manufac- 
ture it here on an econemic basis or not, 
irrespective of whether their natural resources 
were sufficient to supply their requirements, 
ov their consumption of sufficient extent to 
permit of efficient factories being established 
and maintained. The whole basis of that 
policy was one of taxing the consumer. Pro- 
tection, unless the articles were carefully 
chosen, inevitably led to increased hving 
costs. 


DANGEROUS PROPOSALS. 

Financially, Fianna Fail’s proposals were 
dangerous in the extreme. They proposed to 
withhold Land Commission = annuities. 
Succinetly put, the position was that Irish 
farmers borrowed money from the holders of 
Land Stock on specially favourable terms. 
The Fianna Fail Party proposed, according to 
some of its leaders, to collect the instalments 
of interest and sinking fund from the 
borrower, but to divert them from the use 
for which they were collected—namely, the 
repayment of the loan to the lender—a 
financial process which, if adopted by the 
individual, would land him for a lengthy 
period of penal servitude. Others of the same 
party’s spokesmen proposed that the instal- 
ments should neither be collected nor repaid— 
a form of dishonesty not less patent, but 
having the effect. of depriving the tenant 
purchaser of the security ef tenure which his 
vesting order under the Land Purchase Acts 
secured to him. ee 

They had also indicated that they intend 
to interfere with the discretion of banking 
institutions in the administration of the credit 
facilities afforded by them, and certain indica- 
tions had not wanting that the 
financial geniuses of the Fianna Fail Party:

PROBLEM OF BUTTER 
“ PROFITEERS.”

A. meeting of citizens was held in the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, last 
night, for the purpose of rallying together 
the supporters of the Government and ad- 
vancing their organisation, Mr, Sean Conlon 
presided. 

Dr. Hennessy, T.D., said that the people 
of the Free State had every reason to be 
proud of their representatives at Geneva, 
where they held their own amongst some ol 
the greatest statesmen of the world. Tariffs

would think that the announcement 'made 
in the, Dail that day by Mr. Blythe as to 
the tax on imported butter would have been 
received by the Government’s opponents with 
joy, but. instead of that it was received with 
wailing and sadness. If amything could show 
the insincerity of those people it was theiz 
action that day. Their one idea was to be 
against the Government, irrespective of any 
question at issue. They were small men; 
they were not patriots, because they were 
not proud of anything that was done for the 
good of the country. The new tariff would 
benefit the farmers who produced butter, 
He had heard the distributors in Dublin re- 
ferred to as gombéen men, and he resented 
that, 


THE BUTTER DUTY. 

Discussing the effect of the duty on butter, 
he said that the home nirket would benefit, 
but it was not to be used for ‘‘ profiteering.’’ 
While the farmer was entitled to be fairly 
remunerated, the middle-man would not be 
allowed to make his fortune out of his pro- 
duce. The order made by the Dail was 4 
first-class business proposition. .The County 
Dublin farmers were pretty hard hit 
of late years, because the monopoly 
which they. enjoyed had ben swept 
away. He hoped that relief would 
soon come to the County Dublin farmers, 
who had the highest Poor-Law valuation of 
any farmers in freland, since it was fixed at 
a time when they had the monopoly of the 
Dublin Market. He also hoped that when 
the question of de-rating came to be dealt 
with the County Dublin farmers’ case would 
be considered.

MR. BLYTHE’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Blythe (Minister for Finance) said 
that the present Government was not a Free 
Trade Government, and it was not a Govern- 
ment in favour of whole-hog Protection, 
because the Government believed that the 
business affairs of the country ought to be 
considered and dealt with in a business-like 
way. They recognised that industrial 
development was necessary for this country, 
and that the application of tariffs was one of 
the ways of developing industry; but, on 
the other hand, thev recognised that, 
hvoadly speaking, agriculture, which was 
their main industry, could not be helped by 
the application of tariffs, and, therefore, the 
view that they had taken nearly from the 
beginning bad been that when they were 
asked to put a tariff on anything they tmed 


| 


to have it impartially considered and to dis- 
cover what would be its effect on the lives 
of the people. 

There were many people at work in Dublin 
who would have found it difficult to get 
work but for tariffs, but in dealing with un- 
employment their point of view had been 
that, while they sympathised with the man 
who was unemployed, tried to help him, and 
had done very substantial things to help 
ham, their real line in regard to unemploy- 
ment was to keep their eye on the man who 
had. employment, to keep him in it. There 
was a large number of unemployed in 
this country, but, relatively speaking, this 
country was well off im that respect. They 


whether, .by putting on a _ tariff and 
making it high enough, they were going to 


If they inereased the ecost- 
of living enormausly they would break the 
bone of the agricultural community, and if 
large numbers of agriculturists were penalised, 
then the towns and cities were going to be 
penalised after them. 


AMERICAN BACON. 

There was just the possibility that the 
butter tariff that they had been talking about 
might do something for the farmer, but other 
tariffs would not. There were many people 


them to keep. ont American bacon. They con- 
stantly produced more bacon than was neces- 
sary for the country. The number of pigs in 
the country depended entirely on the price of 
baeon, and whether or not more bacon would 
be produced in this country depended entirely 
on the price. ‘Yhe shutting cf American 
bacon out of the country could not possibly. 
raise;the price here by a stugle farthing, and 
would do harm in other directions. Those of 
them who had gone into it carefully were 
satisfied that the effect of keeping out Ameri- 
can bacon would be of no benefit to the 
farmer, but actually to some extent would 
ce he would get, and cause 
him to keep fewer pigs than he kept, at pre- 
sent, They were satisfied that, taking bacon 
as an example, they could not help Irish agri- 
culturists by means of tariffs. 
Butter was in a slightly different position, 
though it was by no means eertain that a 
permanent tari? on butter would assist the 


Irish farmer, it was wot possible to produce 
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Organisation Society made application to the 
Tariff Commission, and the Commission 
thought it their duty to make a preliminary 
report on the subject to the Government. 
The Government felt bound to bring the 
matter before the Dail, as they had done that 
day. It might be that the closing of the 
ports to foreign butter would lead to some 
merease in the price here beyond the price of 
last year. Ninety per cent. of the butter was 
held by the co-operative creameries, which 
were directly owned by the Irish farmers, 
and if the price increased it would go into 
the pocket of the Irish farmer, and nobody 
would grudge it to him. If there was any 
attempt on the part of sellers to exploit the 
prohibition that was put on that day, that 
prohibition would be removed, and if the price 
to consumers was raised, steps would be 
taken to deal with it. (Hear, hear, and 
applause.) 


FIANNA FAIL’S POLICY. 

The opponents of the Government had not 
learned much in regard to tariffs. Of course, 
it was diffieult for them to learn anything, for 
the reason that they were always wanting to 
have ‘‘ stunts,’ which they worked fer all 
they were worth. The whole Fianna Fail 
policy was a policy of “stunts.” Their first 
“stunt ’’ was that they were going to 
break up the Free State and 
have a: Repubhc. Then there was 
the land annuities ‘‘ stunt,” from which 
they were passing away, as they found that 
it did not catch on. Then they adopted the 
“stunt ’’ of whole-hog Protection—a tariff on 
everything, and especially. on agricultural 
produce In the Datl that day these men said 
that there would be a difficulty about the 

roposal that was made of a tariff on butter. 
tn that they seemed to be advancing im 
political knowledge, which it was good to 
see, 

If the Government adopted the Fianna Fail 
policy cf going in for wheat-growing the 
situation in this country would be extremely 
bad, indeed; for there was no possibility of 
selling the wheat at anything like what it 
would cost to produce, and the economic 
difficulties of the country would be increased 
immeasurably. He thought that the people 
should realise that whatever trouble we 
suffered from economically, tnere were few 
countries im the world as happily situated 
economically as the Free State was at the 
present mement. 

The change that the Government was 
making in regard to the Unemployment In- 
surance Fund would, he believed, have the 
effect of stimulating industry and increasing 
employment. What was wanted was increased 
confidence, and one of the greatest injuries 
that the opponents of the Government were 
deing was the preventing of the growth of 
confidence. The man who was inclined to 
start a business or put up a factory would 
hesitate before doing it, because of want of 
confidence. 


FREE STATE STATUS. 

Referring to the Geneva Conference, Mr. 
Blythe said that not one of the fiity-two 
representatives of other nations who were 
there had any doubt that the Irish Free State 
was a sovereign independent State, and not 
one of them thought as little of it as did Mr. 
de Valera and his satellites. At the Imperial | 
Conference in London the Irish delegation 
won the admiration of all the other Common- 
wealth representatives who were present. The 
securing of the Irish Treaty: was not only 
a victory, but a victory which made At 
possible for the Free State to achieve more— 
(hear, hear)—and it was no exaggeration to 
say that in many respects the Irish Free 
State had led other Dominions to follow its 
example. “ We have,” said Mr. Blythe, “ all 
the trappings and trimmings of national 
independence. Instead of being prepared to 
make the most of the fruits of the victory, and 
to use it for the happiness and advancement 
of the whole people, Fianna Fail had set 
out to smash and destroy it, and to vilify 
the men whose courage, cantion and hard 
grip of realities had enabled this nation to 
win its freedom at a time when hope seemed 
almost lost.” 

Mr, P. S. Doyle, T.D., said that the Free 
State was, perhaps, the only country in 
Furope that had what might be called a 
stable Government, in which every section of 
the community felt perfect. confidence and 
security. As a result of Government action 
Dublin~ could. show development worthy of 
comparigon with that of any other European 
city. ‘One of the blackest marks against the 
city was the mamber of. derelict sites, but 
an effort had been made, through a new 
Housing Bill that was in preparation, to 
remové this black mark and brighten up 
the city.

PROTECTION POLICY 
URGED. 


INTERRUPTION AT DUBLIN 


MEETING.

A resolution calling upon the Government 
to give legislative sanction to a national 
economic policy, which would effectively pro- 
tect the home producer against foreign com- 
petition in the home market, was » whneaga' 
passed unanimously at a meeting held in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, last night, under 
the auspices of the National Agricultural 
and Industrial Development Association. Mr. 
Joseph Milroy presided. There wére several 
interruptions towards the end of the méeting. 

The Chairman, opening the meeting, said 
that they met, not in the interests of any 
political party; the Association stood ‘for 
national reconciliation, and to draw all men 
together to work and strive in the national 
service, They wanted to focus national 
attention on the economic conditions that 
existed, and compel a State policy in which 
the welfare of the people of the country 
would be the one consideration. i 

THE ADVERSE TRADE BALANCE. 

Professor William Magennis, moving the 
resolution, said that they stood for ‘economic 
nationalism, as they stood for cultural 
nationalism—for a national poliey which 
would be practicable in the best sense af 
the word. They had been told that the 
adverse trade balance had been reduced in 
something like eight years from £19,000,000 
to £10,000,000, but who fully understood 
what that meant? ‘It was, he “continued, 
not true that a country depended for its 
welfare on foreign trading. Great Britain 
was depending on international trade for 
her very dife. “There was no more subile 
problem than that of exports and imports. 
Lhe farmers were invited by the. Minister 
for Agriculture to consider the consumer. 
The farmer in the Free State was the main 
producer, and all the time he was a con- 
sumer, and what was stressed in the .resolu- 
tion was the farmer’s character as a 
producer. ' 

The home market was at their docr, and it 
would be theirs if the foreigners’ invading 
hands were kept from it. They were told 
that protective tariffs would raise prices, but 
their governors were always thinking in 
terms of the abstract, and he would ask them 
t ocome down to the concrete. They had been 
told again and again that this country was 
an agricultural country. '' We are,” he con- 
tinued, “‘the only country exporting our live 
population—our wealth—as well,” 

INDUSTRY AND PROTECTION. 

Mr. 1. McKeogh, Farmers’ Protection 
Association, said that he held that it was an 
insult to the farmers to ask them to go to the 
Tariff Commission, He complained that 
tariffs had not been imposed on certain in- 
dustries, “and declared that the question of 
protection is not one for one party in the 
Dail. Party discipline showld not be allowed 
to dominate the destinies of the nation. 

“ We must,” he added, “ reserve the home 
market for the home producers, as other 
countries have done.” The farmers were out 
to co-operate with every section of the com- 
munity. They thought that out of the 
£60,000.000 that went out of the country; at 
least £40,000,000 could be kept at home to 
pay Irish labour. The scheme of tariffs was 
so great that it should nots be left to anv 
Tariff Commission to deal with. 

GOVERNMENT SUPPORT. 

, Mr Sean P. Campbell, D.T.P.S., support- 
ing, said the Government had failed to take 
advantage of the opportunities given under 
the treaty. Personally, he was in favour of 
protection for all industries. He was con- 
fident that, if the Government introduced a 
measure of national protection, and left it 
to a free vote ‘of the House, they 
would have the support of all members. 
The present Tariff’ Commission should, he 
considered, be serapped and a permanent one 
set up. He complained of the large number 
of orders for printing and stationery . that, 
was being sent out of the country, whilst so 
many people were unemployed at home. 

Professor )’Rabilly said that, in a sense, 
that was a political meeting, Ireland should 
be largely self-contained. and have its own 
industries, ‘not massed production behind a 
tariff wall. Home production was far more 
important than. Mr. Hogan told them, 
‘<We,” he added, “ export ‘more of ‘our 
production than any country in the world, 
We export 50 per eent., while England 
exports about 30 per cent,-or even less.” 

FLOUR AND BUTTER, 

Referring to the milling industry, he said 
thaí every possible guarantee was given to 
keep the industry in Trish hands, but rejected 
swithout any public argument-agamst it. In 
regard, to. butter, he said-he held that it would 
have been much better te let the farmers 
make their own butter at home. “ds 

REVENUE OR PROTECTION? 

Mr, J. F. O'Gorman (Clonmel) said. that, 
the necessity for protection was apparent and 
the delay in giving effect to the fiscal freedom 
was unjustifiable. The country had now 
re.chéd a stage which demanded immediate 
action. The present economic position had 
heen forced upon them. They had no real 
protective duties. The tariffs in existence in 
certain industries were merely for the purpose 
of raising revenue. If agriculinral industry 
was to. be saved quickly ic - Measures 
were essential. A Tarif Commission was no 
remedy, no matter how favourably disposed 
the Commission might be. Thé question of 
tariffs was really not one for the individual 
engaged in the industry, but a national one, 
and ought to be dealt with as such, !

MINISTRY STEALS THEIR 
THUNDER.

The Minister for Finance: and the 
Minister for Agriculture, being firmly 
convinced ‘that a tariff on butter would be 
ot no use to anybody—put a tariff on

Fhey put it on yesterday morning while 
deputies of all parties, exhausted by the 
strenuous tariff battle of the preceding 
day, were (or should have been) deep in

Deputies rubbed their eyes when the 
tidings were conveyed to them by type- 
written sheets which awaited them on 
their desks. The Fianna Fail deputies 
rubbed their eyes more than anybody else ; 
for it appeared at first sight as if a 
miracle had happened during the hours of 
darkness, converting the Ministry to the 
tariff faith which Mr. de Valera’s party 
preaches in season and out of season the 
whole year round. 


FIANNA FAIL FLABBERGASTED. 

Only the previous night a resolution 
which proposed, among other things, the 
prohibition of butter imports, had been 
treated with positive contumely by the 
Ministerial bench, and eventually thrown 
out by a Government majority of thirteen. 
Yet, since then a Customs duty had been 
imposed on imported butter, which, as the 
Minister for Agriculture blandly ad- 
mitted, was “ not a tariff in any sense of 
the word, but a prohibition.”’

THE TARIFF AND

BENEFITS. 

What may be the effect of the tariff 
seems at. present to be very doubtful. The 
creameries’ application for a tariff has 
yet to be examined by the Tariff Com- 
mission, and should it be decided ‘to 
impose a permanent duty on imports, it 
remains to be seen how far the farmer 
will benefit. In the view of some 
creamery authorities, it should have the 
effect of stabilising prices by establishing 
a certain market for the summer surplus 
of butter. This, it. is contended, might 
be cold-stored in sufficient quantity to 
meet the demands of consumers in the 
Irish Free State over the winter and early 
spring—the season of. scarcity. ~ --:.

NO BIG INCEEASE 
ANTICIPATED. 


When seen by our representative yester- 
day, Mr. D. Hegarty, Managing Secretary 
of the Irish Associated Creameries, Ltd., 
said that it would, at the moment, be 
very difficult to estimate the effect of the 
tariff, but he did not anticipate that it 
would cause any alarming increase in 
price, because, in the first place, he 
believed that, besides the current pro- 
duction, there were fairly good stocks, 
and it would not be the desire of any 
responsible person in the trade to exploit 
the situation. 

At the same time, it would have to “be 
considered that the dairy farmers had 
suffered severely this year cwing to the 
heavy decline in the price of butter, 
which meant to the creamery supplier a 
loss of at least 2d. per gallon in his milk. 
At times during the season the difficulty 
of selling at all was very great. Very 
heavy stocks of last year’s make of New 
Zealand butter were carried through the 
season, and these, being a continual 
menace to the market, caused buyers to 
purchase only from hand-to-mouth. 

Owing to the reduced purchasing power 
in Great Britain the low retail prices did 
not bring about the increase in consump- 
tion which usually took place when retail 
prices fell to 1s.

The motion was then put to the vote, 
and adopted, as stated, by 585 votes to 10.

Its acceptance of the primciple 
of a parliamentary inguiry had made the 
vote practically. a foregone conclusion, as 
no deputy could vote against it without 
incurring the charge of trying to hush up 
a scandal, but the Opposition will, doubt- 
less, claim that they had their way, and 
that they compelled the Government to 
change its tactics in order to save its face.

Lorang is charged with the fraudulent con- 
version of £317,000, and with publishing a 
false statutory report. He pleads not guilty, 
and his counsel has indicated that his defence 
will be that the money was paid out with the 
knowledge and consent of his fellow-directors 
for the benefit of the companies. 

Mr. Eustace Fulton and Mr. G. B. McClure 
are counsel for the prosecution; Mr. St. John 
Hutelrimson, Mr. Derek Curtis Bennett and 
Mr. C. L. Burgess are for the defence. 

A STATUTORY REPORT. 

Mr. Lionel Valentine Walters. an Examiner 
in the Companies Winding-Up Department of 
the Board of Trade, produced a copy of the 
alleged false statutory report, which did not 
contain the alleged false statement, that cer- 
tain sums had been repaid to Blue Bird 
Petrol, Ltd. 

Mr. Justice Swift inquired if the printers 
had been asked to explain how a later report 
came to contam the missing paragraph. 

Mr. Walters said that the copy had only 
been discovered late in the proceedings—about 
a fortnight ago. 

Mr. Justice Swift—This may be a vital 
decument. The prosecution allege that the 
paragraph was added for the purpose of de- 
ceiving the shareholders, and should have 
thought it of considerable importance to have 
got from the printers how it came te be with 
' the report 
" Mr. Fulton said that he would have in- 
guiries made at once. 

Mr. Justice Swift—If we wait another fort- 
might the case will be over. 

' THE ARREST. 

Detective Inspector Giles, of the City 
Police, said that on June 235 he saw Lorang 
in prison at Boulogne, when he was handed 
over to the witness by the French authorities. 
Lorang told him: ‘‘ Whatever happened was 
done with the consent of the Board, especially 
of Mr. Piejus and Mr. Trye. Far from mis- 
appropriating any money, I maintain that the 
companies owe me money. | 

He was brought to Moore lane Police 
Station and charged. He then repeated his 
previous statement. 

LORANG’'S EVIDENCE. 

This concluded the case for the y rosecution, 
and Mr. Hutchinson at once put Lorang into 
the witness-box. 

Lorang said that he was forty-nine years 
old. and was born in Luxemburg. In January, 
1924, he was introduced to Mr. Trye, who 
had a private motor company, with a capital] 
of £30,000. Mr. Trye was insolvent and 
anxious to have his company turned into a 
public company. Mr. Trye’s concern was 
valued at £55,500. 

“I understood nothing about motor cars 
or petrol then,” said Lorang. ' I was to 
be secretary of the new company. I merely 
assisted to bring it out. When Blue Bird 
Motor Co.. Ltd., was started the prospectus 
promised the public that they would not go 
to allotment unless £80,000 was subscribed. 
In fact, only £29.000 was provided. 

Mr. Justice Swift—And the company 
started btisiness with that amount ’—Yes. 

That was a httle hard on the public "— 
Certainly, yes; but 1 had nothing to do with 
that part of the business. 

Lorang protested that Mr. Trye had de- 
clared that he had got nothing out of the 
new company. He not only had more than 
his purchase price. he had another £20,000 
apart from that. He had over £80,000, which 


can be proved from the books. 


CREDITORS PRESSING. 

. When he became a director creditors were 
pressing, and he gave personal guarantees 
and bills to help the company over the 
company's great difftcuities, said Lorang. His 
private accounts. became interlocked with 
those of the companies. ‘The other directors 
knew all about it, and that it was necessary 
to keep the company going. At first Mr. 
'Trye s salary was £2,000 = year as managing 
director, but afterwards it was reduced to 
£1.000. Lorang also had £1,000 a year. 

Lorang said that he held 17,000 Preference 
Shares and 40,000 one shilling shares, which 
were then worthless—they had no market. 

Mr. Hutchinson—Did Mr. Trye take an 
active part in the business, or did he seem a 
baby in financial. matters ’—Not at all—to 
the contrary. 

Mr. Justice Swift—So 
baby, he was quite grown up. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Hutchinson—Was he content to be 
merely a passive member of the Directors’ 
Board, doing whatever you toid him * No. 

Did he discuss not only the financial 
matters of this company, but of all the 
other companies?—Yes. He drew up the 
prospectus, and went into every detail. At 
the office he. was most autocratic. 

Mv. Hutchinson—A sort of Mussolini ?— 


Yes. 


DIRECTORS AND THE MINUTES. 

Torang said that he and Mr. Trye and Mr. 
piejus were alwas together. Mr. Piejus had 
access to everything, '“ even opening my pri-- 
vate correspondence,” he said. ‘‘ In fact, I 
can most truthfully say that Mr. Piejus knew 
more details than I did. I had to refer to 
him continually by wire when I was abroad 
on business, and also at home. With regard 
to the minutes. we used to have informal 
meetings, and the minutes were written up 
later, usually from the cash book. There 
was no minute without all the directors’ 
knowledge and consent—especially that of 
Mr. Trve and Mr. Piejus—right up to the 
very end, and every transaction recorded in 
the minute books is absolutely correct. Later 
there were two other directors, Mr. Hitchon 
and Mr. McClerie, who lived at Blackpool. 
When they came down it was explained to 
them what had taken place.” 

Blue Bird Oil Importers, he said, was 
formed to take over the wholesale business 
and liabilities of the Motor Company.

Mr. Justice Swift pointed out a number of 
payments to Mr. McClerie (one of the direc- 
tors), and asked what he had dene for them. 

Lorang replied that about £1,000 consisted 
of advances, while the other payments were 
for bills he had discounted for the motor 
company and for underwriting commission. 

He added that these amounts were “ flea- 
bites’? compared with other sums debited te 
him (Lorang), but which were. paid for the 
company. | 

e most remarkable thing about the book- 
keeping, he complained, was that when the 
accountants found a sum missing, they 
debited me with it in order to balance the 
books. I have said all along that I could not 
understand it, beeaute I knew that the com 
pany owed me moriey on balance. 

Mr. Hutchinson suggested that Lorang had 
been overcharged to the extent of £118,000. 

Mr. Justice Swift—It is alleged thet 
£87,108. of the Oil Importers, Ltd., was paid 
into his private account. You say that, on 
the contrary, he has been overcharged 
£118,495’—Yes, and he has made séveral 
payments through his banking account, for 
which he should have received credit. 

These, said Mr. Hutchinson, brought the 
total up to £163,249. But he had been 
wrongly credited with certain sums, the net 
result being that, instead of his owing the 
company £87,108, on a proper account the 
company owed him £56,554 Is. 4d. 


AN OFFER OF PURCHASE.

The French com- 
any was acting on behalf of a strong com- 
ine. 

Mr. Hutchinson—Did you suspect it was 
Russian ?—I felt pretty sure it was. 

It was a time when there was a great out- 
cry in this country against the sale of what 
was called ‘‘ Soviet oil’’?—Yes. Lorang 
went on to say that an increased offer of 52s. 
for the £1 shares and 10s. 6d. for the De- 
ferred, and another offer for the Motor Com- 
pany shares, was accepted at a meeting of the 
shareholders. Blue Bird Petrol, Ltd., was 
then formed to sell the petrol retail in Great 
Britain for the other companies, this being 
part of the agreement. With the @xception of 
£5,000 which the directors took up,. all the 
shares for Blue Bird Petrol, Ltd., were sub- 
scribéd by the public. Of the monéy owing 
to him Oil Importers repaid £52.000. There 
was some delay in the transaction with the 
French company, who stated that they had to 
get the consent of the French Ministry to 
export capital. 

Meanwhile Oil Importers shares began to 
slump badly—going down to five shillings— 
and the directors decided to go into the 
market, and buy to keep the price up. It 
was done through his private account, and 
some of the directors bought as nominees. 

It was done so openly, said Lorang, that it 
was ridiculoys. ee: Ab knew about it. 


JUDGE’S COMMENT. 

Mr. Justice Switt—No one can doubt that 
this buying of shares was grossly improper. 

Mr. Hutchinson—I would rather not ex- 
press any opinion about that. 

Mr. Justice Swift—Well, I have no hesita- 
tion in.saying it. was grossly improper and 
wrong finance. Somebody was guilty of the 
most improper conduct towards the public in 
using public money to buy shares in order to 
inflate them, and to make the public willing 
to come inte a new company they were form- 
ing. If the public had known they would 
probably have never subscribed to the com- 
pany. As it was, they were induced to sub- 
scribe a considerable amount, but Lorang ‘s 
not charged with that, and we must not allow 
this to prejudice us in regard to the real 
charges. 

The trial was adjourned until Monday, the 
judge stating that they would probably have 
to sit late on Monday evening, in order to 
finish the case on Tuesday.

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WHOLESALE TRADE. 


‘“ PROHIBITION AND 
NOTHING ELSE.” 


This is a bit of a shock to us, said a 
member of one of the leading wholesale 
traders in butter. Such a tariff will affect 
everybody immediately—the producer, the 
consumer and ourselves. So far as we are 
concerned it will prohibit us from import 
ing any butter. A tariff of £5 per cwt. 
is prohibition and nothing else, so that 
we will have to handle Irish butter only. 
We will not be able to handle Danish or 
New Zealand. However, the Irish butter 
that is in store will, I think, be well able 
to meet the demand—at any rate, so far 
as quality is concerned. 

How much Irish butter is in store is 
another and a big question. If there is 
sufficient Irish kutter of a reasonably hizh 
quality in store, then the consumer will 
not suffer, but, on the other hand, during 
the winter months Irish butter dees not 
stand storage well, and there may be 
trouble, and the consumer will have to pay 
the increased price on the im butter: 

This importer said that about fifty per 
cent. of the butter used im the Free State 
during the winter months was imported. 
He added that, although he might seem. to 
query the quality of the Irish butter in 
store, there should be no doubt as to the 
quantity of Irish butter available. He

THE PREVENTION OF GAMBLING. 

Another big importer, interviewed on the 
subject, stated that a lot of creameries with 
butter in store could have sold it at shil- 
lings over the present prices in the English 
market a month ago. 

So long as there is Irish fresh butter 
available here, he said, it will always get 
the preference with the trade and the 
er over New Zealand and Australia. 

his is borne out by the fact that during 
the past few years the quantities of New 
Zealand and Australian butter imported 
into Dublin had fallen off considerably. 

When it got to the end of February, 
supplies of Irish-made butter were 
negligible, and small quantities of New 
Zealand and Australian bridged over the 
gap until Irish supplies arrived again. The 
quality of some butter in store at that 
time begins to deteriorate, as Irish-made 
butter is mot made specially for storing, as 
is New Zealand butter. . 

There should be some way of forcing 
creameries to market their butter every 
week. There ought to be a prohibition of 
nim or speculating in butter. In the 
ong run creameries would be in a better 

osition because of such prohibition. 
Neither creamery managers nor any 
association of creamery managers had any 
right te gamble with the property of the 
farmer. If they marketed all available 
supplies every week, the average price 
wpuld work out better, because it would 
have very little effect on the markets of 
Great Britain. Speculation was really the 
cause of the present situation in the 
butter industry. 

“A SURPRISING DECISION.” 

A member of the firm of John Leonard 
and Sons, of Little Green street, also ex- 
pressed Surprise at the Government's 
decision. 

He refused, however, to discuss the 
matter beyond stating that “as far as 
the trade is concerned, we were not con- 
sulted in any way. If the decision is 
good or bad, the trade will have no re- 
sponsibility for it.’’

INQUEST OPENED AND 


ADJOURNED. 

An inquest was opened yesterday in Clon- 
mel by Dr. A. P. Stokes, Coroner, on the 
body of Mr. A. T. Shercliffe, head of the firm 
of Messrs. Byrne and Co., Ltd., merchants 
and druggists, Mitchell street, who was 
found dead in the office of the lock-up 

Superintendent Fitzgerald conducted the 
proceedings for the State, and Mr. T. F. 
O’Brien, solicitor, appeared for the next-of- 
kin. 

After medical and other evidence had been 
given, Mr. O’Brien said that it appeared the 
deceased man, after leaving his shop, returned 
there again, and remained there all night. 
Whether, on waking up in the morning, he 
got a spasm of heart attack, and in the 
coufusion rushed to get something to alle- 
viate it, or whether he mistook the bottle, 
or what ha ed was not known; but in 
some Way, imtentionally or, as he (Mr. 
O'Brien) submitted, accidentally, deceased 
man happened tc have swallowed some acid. 

The Coroner said that there had been 
sudden death, but, unfortunately, a bottle 
and glass were found there, and the doctors 
said that they contained deadly poison— 
prussic acid. The stuff might have been 
iaken by mistake when the deceased man 
woke up; but, under the circumstances, there 
was no option for him, but to adjourn the 
inquest for an examination of the body.

Professor Joly, President of the Society, in 
introducing the jecturer, said that Sir Josiah 
Stamp’s name was known all over the world. 
His knowledge of the subject that he was 
about to deal with “was, he thought, un- 
equalled, and he could speak more authorita- 
tively on it than any other living person. 
it was very kind of him to come to Dublin 
with the express pu of addressing the 
members of the Society. (Applause.) 

is SIR JOSIAH. STAMP. . 

Sir Josiah Stamp said that the most press- 
ing question of the day, because it was 
present in every other problem, and making 
every other difficulty more acute, was the 
gold problem. But the problem had a num- 
ber of different and. separate as . First 
of all, it was essential that public opinion 
should begin to realise how the general price 
level was affected by the gold standard, and 
how changes in the quantities of gold avail- 
able or used for credit og oem affected 
prices. Until the intimate nature of this 
-onnection. was realised there would be ne 
proper understanding of the real inwardness 
of many questions concerning employment, 
wages, foreign trade, foreign investment and 
savings. People, still. had a lingering feeling 
that cheapness must be a boon to everyone, 
without realising its extremely important 
counter - effects, if it was no, the 
cheapness. caused by .the- greater efficiency 
per unit’ of human nature. He said 
that there was no particular sanctity 
about apy one price level.. The great 
thing that mattered was that the price level, 
whatever it was, should be stable and pro- 
nerly accommodated: to the various relation- 
ships and. ¢gontracts’ that had been estab- 
‘shed. It was.the change from one price 
ievel to another, without a correspondin 
change in all the contracts, which boun 
society together all over the world, and also 
bound one generation to the next, that was 
working such havoce A fall of 20 per cent. 
in twelve. months made nearly all our money 
jelationships. inappropriate and redistributed 
the national’ income-in the most arbitrary 
way. Debtors became poorer and creditors 
hecame richer, but the worst effects were not 
those of the redistribution of the total, but 
of the dynamic for future production and 
effort. e greater part of the weight of 
the excessive fall in prices tended to be a 
discouragement to the business” man and 
manufactarér, and, therefore, to make ft less 
profitable for him to employ labour. 

THE CONDUCT OF BUSINESS. 

The key to renewed prosperity was to see 
that business could be profitably conducted. 
in no other way would enterprise be under- 
taken or savings accumulate for new. capital, 
and in no other way could employment be 
restored; the increasing weight of the 
national debt and taxation and pensions was 
crippling. ae 

Sir Josiah said that the influence of the 
yuld question in the present world slump was 
profound, but often Sladen: He enumerated 
eighteen different well-accredited causes of 
‘he world slump, such as over-production of 
primary products, the decline in the value 
of silver, political unrest in Russia,: India 
and China; excessive nationalism and tariffs, 
excessive taxes and social: burdens, lack of 
mobility of labour and capital, etc., and 
said that. the gold problem served to accen- 
tnate these. Many of these difficulties, which 
would otherwise be surmountable, were made 
extremely formidable by the collapse of credit 
and the instability of currency conditions. 

lt’ was possible, however, that we were 
at the end of a trade cycle, and there would 
he a rise in prices, as usual; but there was 
vo guarantee that we were not also on a 

sang downward ‘secular trend of price, due 
ta the lack of equilibrium between monetary 
sold and future production, Personally, Sir 

Josiah had no fear of a scarcity of gold, so 
long as, by international co-operation, We 
rould use gold’ more economically than at 
present, and also devise internationally more 
advanced methods of the safe issue of credit. 

THE RETURN OF SILVER. 

Of course, in the long run, it might be 
necessary to supplement gold by some other 
metal, assuming that the world found it 
essential to keep a metallic standard. We 
must, therefore, not be surprised to have a 
vevival of various kinds of bi-metallic pro- 
positions, and probably within a few years 
we should be actively discussing them. 'An 
active campaign in favour of reviving silver 
o» bringing in platinum might do more to 
‘ir the imagination of certain countries who 
were unnecessarily hoarding gold than any 
other device. . Public opinion must be alive 
te the dangers of a lack of co-ordination 
internationally, and in no other way would 
thev make the necessary adjustments of their 
credit’ practices and; banking methods to 
achieve such co-ordination. The reception of 
‘ne report of the League of Nations Com- 
mittea on this subject was indicative of the: 
immense distance that we had yet to go 
hefore people appreciated that this problem 
lav at the root of the maintenance of 
civilisation.
